Whether groping in garrets and 
going out only on clean-shirt-day, or roaming the streets of London with 
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anxivus minds and empty pockets, these literary vagrants gained but a 
scanty and precarious subsistence. Such a life of shifts and expedients 
naturally begets recklessness, and is singularly unfavorable to the torma- 
tion of economical habits. The roving writers of Grub street were as 
careless of the future as a Calmuck Tartar, or a Camanche Indian, 
Among them were men of genius and learning, who afterwards rose to 
eminence. There were others who langnished in obscurity during the 
whole of their miserable existence, and starved while living only to be 
forgotten when dead. There were others more unfortunate still. In an 
evil hour they ventured to attack the litle hunchback of Twickenham, 
whose temper, naturally gentle, had been soured by disease and disap- 
pointment. He retaliated with great power, and his assailants writhed 
under the lash of his satire. He ridiculed their poetry and their poverty 
with merciless severity, and rescued their names from oblivion to bestow 
upon them an unenviable immortality in the pages of the Dunciad. 

Johnson has sketched the character of the literary adventurer in his 
admirable Life of Savage, and one of the most genial of American writers 
has illustrated the theme in a thoughtful and philosophic spirit. We are 
told, that even such an author as Fielding or Thomson * was sometimes 
glad to obtain, by pawning his best coat, the means of dining on tripe 
at a cook-shop underground, where he could wipe his hands, after his 
greasy meal, on the back of a Newfoundland dog.” It is said that 
Steele once gave a party to his friends and patrons, and had in at- 
tendance a large number of persons in livery. Being asked by one 

f the company how he could afford to support so many servants, he 
declared that they were bailiffs who had an execution against him, and 
as they would not leave the house, he was determined to make them 
serviceable while they stayed. It is well known that Savage composed 
a considerable part of his tragedy of “*Sir Thomas Overbury ” while 
walking in the streets and fields, being at that time without any 
means of procuring food or lodgings. After he had meditated sutfti- 
ciently, he entered a shop, asked fur pen and paper, and wrote down his 
ideas. 

“On a bulk, in a cellar, or in a glass-house, among thieves and beg- 
gars,” says his learned biographer, ‘* was to be found the author of ‘The 
Wanderer,’ the man of exalted sentiments, extensive views, and curious 
observations ; the mun whose remarks on life might have assisted the 
statesman, whose ideas of virtue might have enlightened the moralist, 
whose eloquence might have influenced senates, and whose delicacy 
might have polished courts.” 

The great moralist himself, struggling manfully with poverty, is to 
our mind an object of far deeper interest than Johnson at the height of 
his reputation, the literary lion, the oracle of the famous club. The dis- 
cipline of adversity strengthened his powers and repressed his constitu- 
tional indolence. Its invigorating effects may be traced in his sagacious 
observations on life and manners, which are recorded in Boswell’s in- 
imitable biography; while the dogmatis:n which deformed his conversa- 
tion, and the boorishness of his general behavior, prove that its influence 
Was not wholly beneficial. The relation between author and publisher 
was not always of a pleasant character. Dryden had frequent disputes 
With Tonson, and complained that the latter gave him brass shillings. 
At a later day the sturdy old lexicographer floored Osborne the book- 
seller with one of his own folios. Sensitive authors could not endure 
the insolence of booksellers who regarded a poem as a piece of literary 
haberdashery, to be carefully measured and paid for by the line. On 
the other hand authors frequently neglected to fulfil their engagements, 
and as books sold but slowly, publishers generally got the worst of the 
bargain. The curious reader will find much interesting information in 
regard to the dealings of these parties in Nichol’s Literary Anecdotes 
of the Eighteenth Century. 

There has been a vast increase in the rewards of literary labor during 
the last two centuries. The contrast between the beggarly sum of five 
pounds, which Milton received for Paradise Lost, and the comfortable 
allowance of fifteen thousand pounds that Moore obtained for his Irish 
Melodies, is a significant indication of this great change. The able au- 
thor is no longer homeless and penniless, a bookseller’s hack, a piece of 
the street; but is a well-dressed, well-fed individual, rejoicing in fat 
dividends and a heavy bank account. His works, elegantly printed on 
hot-pressed paper, and arrayed in sumptuous binding, are on booksellers’ 
counters and drawing-room tables, and his praises are in the newspapers 
and magazines. a 

The calamities of men of letters—Tasso pining in a madhouse, 
Camoens starving in a hospital, Raleigh languishing in a dungeon, Ot- 
way “choked by the bread that came too late,” Chatterton, * the mar- 
vellous boy,” goaded by poverty to suicide—are familiar to every reader 
of literary history. The dreary catalogue might be indefinitely extended, 
if we were to mention the names of less distinguished authors, The 
subject has been illustrated by the elder D'Israeli, w itl his usual copious 
research, and the investigations of Madden have thrown new light upon 
this interesting topic. We are always moved with compassion for the 
misfortunes of unprosperous writers, but we forget that successful 
authors often have strong claims upon our sympathy. The most affect- 
ing examples of suffering genius are found not among the denizens of 
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Grub stre: t, whose sensibilities have been blunted by the pressure of 
poverty, but among the petted children of luxury and ease, whose brains 
have been turned by prosperity. The triamphs of genius are often pur- 
chased by the sacrifice of health, and the loss of that serenity Which ig 
incompatible with the feverish passion for distinction. : 

The fame of an author, being dependent upon popular caprice, is 
held by a precarious tenure. Ile may be rewarded by public approba. 
tion for his “* days of labor and nights devoid of ease,” but he cannot count 
upon a continuance of popular favor. Success may excite expectations 
which he may tind it difficult to satisfy and dangerous to disappoint 
Ile will have to encounter malignant criticism, the faint praise of luke. 
warm friends, and the envy of little minds who are eclipsed by his bri]. 
liant reputation. Like Keats, he may be nearly “snuffed out by an 
article; ” like Addison, he may be satirized by a brother bard: or 
like Samuel Crisp, tle friend of Frances Burney, a single literary failure 
may drive him to misanthropy. , 

Besides the severer trials incident to prosperity, the suecessfal an- 
thor has Ins ful! share of the inconveniences which are inseparable from 
popularity and distinction, He is pestered by autograph hunters and 
other literary jackals; the bore clings to him like a leech; tourists in- 
vade his privacy ; manufacturers of patent medicines expect him to puff 
their nauseous nostrums; his failings are proclaimed to the world by 
the very persons who partake of his hospitality, and he is regarded by 
many people with the same feelings with which they look upon a six. 
legged calf or Barnum’s codfish mermaid, And even when the grave 
has closed over him, there are those “ who will not Jet his ashes rest,” 


Who make it seem more sweet to be 
The little life of bank and brier, 
The bird that pipes his lone desire 

And dies unheard within his tree; 


Than he that warbles long and loud 
And drops at glory’s temple-gates, 
For whom the carrion vulture waits 
To tear his heart before the crowd! 





Witerary Intelligence. 


To the Editor of the American Publishers’ Cireular. 

Three months ago, a publishing house in this city printed from advance 
sheets, a volume by a popular author. I presume that for these sheets the 
author received something, how much matters not. Now that the American 
reprint is fairly in the market—a hundred dollars, or more having been 
spent in advertising it, we are treated to another and rival edition by one 
of the Religious publishing Societies. In the same parcel we have another 
book, reprinted by another house six months ago. 

Now, Messrs. Editors, how leng and how far is this thing to go? I have 
no interest, directly or indirectly, in either of these second reprints. The 
publishers of them have no knowledge of my writing this article—but in the 
name of fair dealing, | protest against this manner of proceeding. There is 
no safe place for any of us in the trade, if these Societies, who go into the 
Churches and obtain money to carry on the operations,—or with a great 
ecclesiastical patronage, may print on us, and at lower prices, as they can 
affurd to, just whatever and whenever they please Thecustom of American 
publishers themselves, is in strange contrast with the policy of some of these 
Societies. It is time that better counsels prevailed, where we should look 
for the brightest examples: but if it isto be an open warfare—and these 
Societies are to be nothing more or less than Munster publishing houses to 
be conducted regardless of the right of the trade, let the Chri-tian public 
know it at once, and then the book-publishers will find a way to protect 
themselves. We may hope that this may not be necessary, but that Chris- 
tian courtesy will hereafter be exercised—at least so much of it as is neces- 
sary to protect the rights of others.

It seems not so very long ago that she 
said that the worst of living in such a place (as the Lake district) was its 
making one unwilling to go. It was too beautiful to let one be ready to 
leave it. Within a few years the beloved daughter was gone, and then the 
aged husband, and then the son-in-law, and then the devoted friend, Mr. 
Wordsworth’s publisher, Mr. Moxon, who paid his duty oceasionally by the 
side of her chair; then she became blind and deaf. Still her cheerfulness 
was indomitable.”

We have, therefore, prepared a somewhat minute sketch of the methed of 


preparation and composition adopted by the deceased, by which he was 
enabled to overcome his impaired vision, and to place his name among his- 
torians of the very first rank. Mr. Prescott, it is well known, though not 
blind, was affected with a disorder of the nerve of the eye, so that he was 
wholly incapacitated for reading and writing in the ordinary ways. He 
was exceedingly systematic in his mode of life, and devoted’ five hours out 
of the twenty-four to his historical labors. After breakfast he listened for 
some light reading,—a novel, poem, or other entertaining book. He then 
walked for an hour. At half-past ten o'clock his secretary came to his study 
and remained till twelve o'clock. Another walk of an hour was then taken, 
after which he went to his study and remained another hour and a half with 
his secretary. After dinner, light reading was again resorted to, and at six 
o'clock the secretary returned and remained until eight. 
work and leisure was very rigidly observed throughout the season, during 
the years devoted to the preparation of his elaborate volumes 

Mr. Prescott’s mode of writing history was this: we will take, for exam- 

le, his last work, ‘Philip the Second.” He arranged in his study all the 
Cel and manuscripts relating to that monarch, which he had been years 
in collecting, at an expense of many thousand dollars, They numbered 
three or four hundred printed volumes of all sizes. There were also some 
twenty thick folios of manuscripts, richly bound, which probably cost more 
than all the rest of the collection, though some of the printed works are ex- 
ceedingly rare and valuable—the libraries and bookstores of all Western 
Europe, from Cadiz to Amsterdam, having been ransacked by agents in 
search of everything that could throw light on the history of Philip the 
Second. Except dictionaries and other works of reference, books not 
specially relating to the subject in hand were excluded from the study. 

With his materials thus gathered about him, the Historian commenced 
his work. The Secretary first read the only English history of the King and 
his Reign. Notes and observations were dictated as they were suggested by 
the book. Having freshened his recollections by hearing this volume read, 
Mr. Prescott proceeded to examine the treasures he had collected. Each 
book was taken from the shelf in turns by the Secretary, who read aloud its 
title, its table of contents, and a few pages by way of specimen of its style 
and character. Notes were taken while this examination was going on, 
which were preserved for future reference. Of the three or four hundred 
volumes, a great majority of course proved worthless, being either merely 
repetitions, or compilations or translations of preceding authors, or else, if 
original, without authority. The number of books of real value would be 
thus reduced down perhaps to a hundred. 

The huge folios of MSS. were next attacked. These had been examined 
by a competent person, who prepared a caretul digest and table of contents. 
The Secretary read this, and notes were diciated as he proceeded. Iaving 
thus as it were taken an account of stock, and ascertained the general char- 
acter of his materials, they were next inspected in detail in the following 
manner: The first chapter of Philip the Second contains an account of the 
abdication and last days of his father and predecessor, Charles the Fifth. 
The Secretary gathered round him every volume, printed or MSS., which 
contained anything about the last named monarch. The books are in the 
English, French, Spanish, Italian and Latin languages. One by one they 
were read aloud, and copious notes were dictated. When everything that 
related to Charles the Fifth had thus been perused and noted, the historian 
began to compose his work, or, more properly speaking, to write it—for the 
process of composition had of course been going on in his mind during these 
preparatory labors, 

The apparatus used by Mr. Prescott consisted of a frame the size of a 
common sheet of letter paper, with brass wires inserted to correspond with 
the number of lines marked. Thin carbonated paper was used, and instead 
of a pen the writer employed a stylus with an agate point. The great difli- 
eulty in the way of a persou’s writing in the ordinary manner, whose vision 
is impaired, arises from not knowing when the ink is exhausted, and more- 
over the lines will be run into one another. Both difficulties are obviated 
by the simple arrangement just described. The pages thus written by Mr. 
Prescott were copied by the Secretary, and read, that such interliueations, 
alterations and amendments might be made, as were needed. The materials 
for the second chapter, on the early life of Philip, were next taken up, and 
the same process repeated, until the volume is ready for the printer. About 
six years were devoted to the first two volumes of Philip the Second, includ- 
ing the preparatory studies. These volumes appeared in 1855, the third of 
the series was issued within a few weeks, and it 1s understood that the fourth 
is considerably advanced. 

The Hon. George Bancroft, in an eloquent tribute to his friend, before 
the New York Historical Society, thus referred to the studious and systematic 
habits of Mr. Prescott : “ His habits were methodically exact; retiring early 
and ever at the same hour, he rose early alike in w.nter and in summer at 
the appointed moment, rousing himself instantly, though in the soundest 
sleep, at the first note of his alarm bell ; never giving indulgence to lassitude 
or delay. To the hours which he gave to his pursuits he adhered as scru- 

ulously as possible, never lightly suffering them to be interfered with ; now 
istening to his reader; now dictating what was to be written; now using 
his own eyes sparingly for reading; now writing by the aid of simple machi- 
nery devised for those who are in darkness; row passing time in thought- 
fully revolving his great theme. 

“ The excellence of his productions is, in part, transparent to every reader. 
Compare what he has written with the most of what others have left on the 
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make the reader forget the unremitting toil which the narrative has cost; 
but the eritical inquirer sees everywhere the fruits of investigation rigidly 
pursued, and an impartiality and soundness of judgment, which give author- 
ity to every statement, and weight to every conclusion.” 

Mr. Prescott’s library was adorned with striking portraits of Ferdinand 
and Isabella—of Columbus—of Don Sebastian, King of Portugal—and of 
most of the characters that figure in his histories, He possessed original 
letters of Ferdinand, Isabella and Charles V., and a piece of lace from the 
shroud of Cortes. The historian did not usually write in his library, but in 
asmall room over it, made very light to meet the wants of one whose 
sight was imperfect. When fully prepared to write, Mr. Prescott’s daily 
task would average about seven pages of one of his printed volumes. Most 
persons with perfect vision wadd complain if they were daily compelled to 
copy seven pages from those charming books. 

The thirteen volumes which comprise Mr. Prescott’s works are noble 
monuments to his life of labor and study. With a knowledge of the facts 
concerning their preparation, as above given, who will not say all honor to 
the memory of the man whose patient toil, careful training, rare scholarship, 
and heroie devotion, produced the Histories of Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
Conquests of Mexico and Peru, and the Reign of Philip the Second.—Boston 
Transcript.
